NEW WING OF NURSES’ HOME, 
The new wing of the Nurses’ Home attached 
to the Royal City of Dublin Hospital, which 
was built at a cost of over £5,000, was opened 
yesterday on the occasion of the hospital’s 
annual garden féte. During the period of the 
war a section of the nursing staff had to sleep 
in the children’s ward, and when this ward 


was re-opened last year it became necessary

An explanation of the basis of calculation 
of local call fees is contained in a letter re 
celved by the Dublin Mercantile Association , 
from the Department of Posts and Tele- 
graphs.

Zd. to an exchange within a radius of 7} 
miles from the originating exchange: these 
fees will be reduced to lid. and 2d. respec- 
tively as from the Ist July. From that date 
the fee for a call made by a subscriber from | 
Dublin to Kingstown will, therefore, be 2d. 
instead of 3d., as at present. For calls to | 
exchanges more than 74 miles from the 
originating exchange the trunk fee comes into 
operation 

The Association has also been informed that 
the question of opening a new post office in 
the Grafton street area has been under con- 
sideration since 1923, but all the Department's 
endeavours to rent or purchase suitable 
premises at a reasonable figure have failed, 
and considerable delay in achieving the 
desired result niust be anticipated. No oppor- 
tunity of providing adequate postal facilities 
in the Grafton street area will be neglected, 
it is added.
